The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kelley (US 4097169) 
is exemplary of the closest art of record and teaches clamp structure for a tarpaulin including first 
an second jaw portions having first ends 25, 26 joined together and second ends 15, 16 that are 
spread apart so as to define a receiving area. There is a screw operator 52 with a wing nut 53 
acting as a know for bringing the jaws into engagement. The difference is that Kelley fails to 
provide at least one stop member as identified in lines 17-24: 

at least one stop member positioned between said jaw portions so as to 
prevent said mid-areas of said jaw portions from collapsing towards one another 
beyond a predetermined minimum spacing as said finger operated knob is 
tightened, said stop member comprising: 

a raised projection formed on said shaft for bearing against an 

inner surface of said mid-area of at least one of said jaw portions so as to 

limit mcfesmentof said jaw portion as said finger operated knob is 

tightened. 

. While James (US 3177542, figure 3) utilizes stop members 39 to inhibit the over drawing 
of the jaw faces together, these stop members are raised projections on the plates and are not 
formed on the threaded shaft, so James teaches away from these claim limitations that provide a 
beneficial result in a design different from James.
